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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSEC'IS 


GRASSHOPPERS - IDAHO - Reduction in populations, by natural 
factors, continues. Spraying being done in Gooding County area where 
populations average 20-30 per square yard. (Evans, June 26). 

NEW MEXICO - Continue to plague the State. Infestation in western 
Lea County runs from about 4 miles south of U.S. 83 to Caprock on 
north, a distance of about 40 miles, width varies from 10 to 12 

miles down to 1 at southern tip. Infestation has appeared in cotton 
around McDonald. Heavy population in farming areas of Rio Arriba 
County. Medium on 100 acres of crops in San Miguel County. (Dobson, 
June 26). UTAH - Outbreak in Ephraim-Manti area involving 20, 000 
acres of native meadowland serious. Nymphs and adults, chiefly 
Camnula pellucida, migrating into small grain and alfalfa. Populations 
exceed 1, 000 per square yard in many hatching beds with hatch still 
going on. Atleast 5,000 acres sprayed; however, these areas being 
reinfested by migrating warrior grasshoppers. Serious infestation 
north of Enoch in Iron County but being effectively sprayed. Injurious 
populations common in Uintah County area, from Maeser to Jensen; 
Melanoplus mexicanus, M. bivittatus, M. parkardi and Aulocara © 
elliotti dominant species, Approximately 50,000 acres in San Juan 
and Grand Counties seriously infested. Large numbers hatching east 
of Beaver and hatch continues in Duchesne, Uintah and Wasatch Counties. 
About 7,000 acres sprayed in Juab County with other areas having 
serious infestations. Control completed over 15, 000 acres in Garfield 
County area. Many other localities in State serious ly infusted and face 
economic damage unless controlled. The 1954 grasshopper situation 

is most serious in several years. (Thornley, Knowlton). TEXAS - 
Light heavy on corn, pastures, legumes, grains, cotton and other 
crops in Collingsworth, Johnson, Robertson, Williamson, Wise, 
Montague, Fannin, Hunt, Delta, Rockwall, Van Zandt and Kaufman 
Counties. (Thomas, Franklin, Boyd, Daniel, Tapp, Roberts, Marshall, 
Criswell, Garner, June 25), Also in Nacogdoches, Lee, Collin and 
Brown Counties. (Clifton, Pharis, Dahlberg, Rothe, July 2). M. 
differentialis medium in Erath County. (Randolph). Brachystola 
magna medium to heavy in King and Motley Counties. (Pallmeyer, 
Randolph). SOUTH DAKOTA - Average of . 41 per sweep in 

alfalfa in central area. (Halvorson, June 28). KANSAS - Infestation 
in southeast area has reached outbreak proportions. Widespread 
destruction to corn, alfalfa, soybeans, grasses and garden crops; 
greatest damage in Cherokee, Crawford, Labette, Montgomery and 
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Neosho Counties where a few smaller fields have lost 40 percent of 
plants. Principal species M. bivittatus and M. mexicanus. Counts 
of 10 to 35 per square yard in alfalfa in southeast area. (Matthew). 
OKLAHOMA - Four M. mexicanus per sweep in alfalfa in some 

areas. (Fenton). Localized outbreaks in southwestern area. (Bower). 
MISSOURI - Situation even more critical than last week as second- 
generation M. mexicanus complex continued hatching over southern 
half of State. Damage to pastures, hay crops, field crops and 
gardens more pronounced over State. From 12 to 108 per square yard 
in central area, 45 to 64 per square yard in some soybean fields. 
Corn in southwest quarter suffered additional injury. Small infes- 
tation of M. bivittatus in Holt County heavily infested with thread 
worms., lighter thread wormsinfestation in southwestern part of State. 
(Kyd, Thomas). MINNESOTA - Infestations of C. pellucida and 

M. femur-rubrum approached 250 per square yard in Itasca County, 
mostly first to third instars. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). IOWA - 
Becoming much more noticeable in southwestern area as they increase 
in size and as vegetation ripens. Some spraying being done. (Harris). 
INDIANA - Nymphs appearing in threatening numbers in central area. 
(Davis). ILLINOIS - Average 0.42 per sweep in roadside grass in 
northeast section, 4,50 per sweep in alfalfa; 2.60 per sweep in road- 
side grass in northwest, 37. 20 per sweep in alfalfa (2 fields) and 

4,60 in alfalfa in eastern area. Melanoplus spp. involved. (Petty). 
KENTUCKY - Second and third instar grasshoppers unusually 
abundant over State, attacking forage crops, pastures and tobacco. 
Melanoplus spp. predominant. (Thurston). MARYLAND - Five to 

20 Melanoplus spp. per sweep in alfalfa in Montgomery County, 15 

per sweep in orchard grass and lespedeza in same county. Heaviest 
infestations being treated. (Univ. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - 
Building up in alfalfa. Populations extremely high in some clover 
fields. Light in corn in southwest, Average of 44 per 100 sweeps of 
12-inch net in alfalfa in Tazewell County; 1900 per 100 sweeps in clover 
in Washington County. (Morris). Later instars threatening hay and 
pastures in Augusta County. (Woodside). DELAWARE - Increasing 
generally on alfalfa. (Late News). 


MORMON CRICKET (Anabrus simplex) - IDAHO - No crickets found 
in Carey area of Blaine County after baiting. a 700 
acres being baited in Camas County. (Evans, June 26). 
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EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Pyrausta nubilalis) - OHIO - Some 
early corn in central and southwestern areas showing 90 to 95 
percent leaf feeding; unhatched egg masses still present. (Parks, 
Goleman). ILLINOIS - The following table shows the corn borer

From O to 30 first to fifth instar borers per stalk. (Petty). 

VIRGINIA - Five to 15 larvae per stalk in a Smyth County field with 10 
of 50 plants showing considerable damage. Three larvae per stalk and 
one stalk damaged to 500 feet of row in Lee County, light damage in 
Tazewell County. (Morris). MISSOURI - Hatch complete in northern 
area. From 4 to 60 percent infestation in earlycorn. Second to fourth 
instars. (Kyd, Thomas). ARKANSAS - Light in northwestern 
counties. (Warren, Barnes). MINNESOTA - Moth emergence continued 
2t rapid rate, almost complete in southeast, south central and south- 
west districts and about 60 percent complete in east and west central 
districts. Egg-mass average per 100 {tallest corn) plants: southeast 
8, south central 45, southwest 32, west central 9, east central 7. 
Considerable shot hole injury in south tier of counties from Faribault 
County west. It appears most effective control period will range 

from July 6-14. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). IOWA - Some larvae 

third instar, perhaps 60 percent half grown. Few eggs being laid 

and insecticidal treatment against first brood ending July 3. Egg and 
larval counts have been markedly higher than in recent years and 
infestation as indicated by plant injury ranges up to 100 percent gen- 
erally over State. (Harris), SOUTH DAKOTA - Approximately 46 percent 
emergence June 25. Egg laying underway. (Spawn, Lofgren). 


STALK BORER (Papaipema nebris) - RHODE ISLAND - Considerable 
damage to corn over State. Tomatoes being attacked in Washington 
County. (Hyland). IOWA - Many reports of infestations along margins 
of fields. (Harris). 
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CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - MARYLAND - In early sweet 
corn in Calvert and Montgomery Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept,). 
ARKANSAS - Damage tapered off many fields which is attributed to 
large numbers of insidious flower bug (Orius insidiosus) in nearly 
all fields. (Warren, Barnes), KENTUCKY - Injury to corn plants 
not yet in tassel rather common over State. (Price). MISSOURI - 
Whorl infestation in corn from 3 to 16 percent in northern two-thirds 
of State, second instar to full-grown. (Kyd, Thomas). TEXAS - 
Heavy on corn in Victoria County. Medium on late hegari in Calhoun 
‘County. (Franklin, Cook, June 25). IOWA - Considerable damage 
to whorl and bud of corn. Injury rather general. (Harris). 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Diatraea grandiosella) - KANSAS - 
‘First-generation infestation in Cowley, Elk, Montgomery, Labette, 
‘Cherokee, Crawford, Neosho and Wilson Counties. From 4 to 60 
‘percent plants infested in fields surveyed. Pupation noted in some 
counties. (Matthew). From 10 to 90 percent infestation in Harvey 
County corn 4 to 30 percent in McPherson County. (Burkhardt). 
OKLAHOMA - Mostly in pupal stage at Paradise and Stillwater July 2. 
(Arbuthnot, Hensley), ARKANSAS - From 0 to 30 percent infes tation 
in 16 fields in northwestern area. Eggs for second generation being 
deposited. (Warren, Barnes). 


SOUTHERN CORNSTALK BORER (Diatraea crambidoides) - MARYLAND 
Heavy in home plantings of corn in Monigomery, light in field corn 
in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept. ). 


SAP BEETLES - MARYLAND - Numbers associated with corn ear- 
worm and scuthern cornstalk borer damage in early sweet corn in 
Calvert and Montgomery Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


LEAF MINERS - VIRGINIA - Very heavy and damaging corn in Knots 
Island area, Halifax County. (Raine). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - DELAWARE - Feeding 
heavily on corn south of Dover. (Late News). MARYLAND - 
Attacking tassels of sweet corn in Calvert County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


GRAPE COLASPIS (Colaspis spp. ) - MISSOURI - One to two beetles 
per stalk of corn and one to two per foot of row in soybeans in cenvral 
area. (Kyd, Thomas). 
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GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege similalis) - KANSAS - Causing 

alfalfa to be mowed early in localized areas thus a loss of hay pro- 

duction. Considerable damage to corn in northeast. (Matthew). 

MISSOURI - Injuryto corn, soybeans, and alfalfa slowed by maturing 

of insect except in northernmost tier of counties where alfalfa 

heavily damaged. Numerous moths indicate another brood forth- 
coming over most of State. (Kyd, Thomas). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - ALABAMA - Beginning 
to attack corn in southern aree. (Arant). GEORGIA - Heavy infes- 
tation in whorls of corn in Tattnall County. (Linkfield). KANSAS - 
From four to eight percent of corn and sorghum plants infested in 
Ottawa, Cowley, Montgomery, Neosho, and Republic Counties. 
(Matthew). As high as 30 percent infestation in corn around Hesston 
with as many as 17 larvae per plant. (Burkhardt). IOWA - Moths 
flying in Ames vicinity somewhat earlier than in preceding years. 
(Harris). 


SOUTHERN CORN ROOTWORM (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi) - 
VIRGINIA - Three adults per 400 feet of row of corn in Smyth County 
and 4 per 400 feet in Tazewell County. Light in Lee County. (Morris). 


CORN ROOTWORM (Diabrotica longicornis) - ILLINOIS - Average of 
3.6 per 10 corn plants in 5 fields in DeKalb County. (Petty). 


CUTWORMS - INDIANA - Moths, especially Agrotis ypsilon, have 
been exceedingly abundant. In a few cases very annoying in homes. 
Another outbreak hardly likely because of dry weather. (Davis). 
ILLINOIS - Spotted infestations of A. ypsilon in north central area. 
As many as 10 larvae per hill of sweet corn. (Petty). 


BILLBUGS - SOUTH CAROLINA - Serious damage to corn in Barnwell 
County. (Nettles). Still feeding on corn 4-5 feet tall at Florence. 
(Kirk, June 24), 


CORN LEAF APHID (. Rhopalosiphum maidis) - ARKANSAS - Found 
generally but not causing any serious damage. (Warren, Barnes). 
LOUISIANA - Sufficiently heavy to prevent corn from shedding 

Pollen in Ouachita and Bossier Parishes. (Newsom). KANSAS - 
Corn and sorghums in many fields becoming rather heavily infested. 
(Matthew). TEXAS - Heavy widespread on grain sorghum in Lubbock, 
Crosby and Floyd Counties Natural enemies common however control 
may be slow due to heavy numbers of aphids. (Owen, June 25). 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - NORTH CAROLINA - Damaging 
corn in Anson, Moore, Stanly and Wayne Counties. (Jones). 

INDIANA - Migrating heavily from wheat to corn, especially in 
western tier of counties from Williamsport north. (Davis). OHIO - 
Average of 2.8 adults per 12 inches of drilled row in wheat fields; 
hatching well underway. (Parks, Goleman). ARKANSAS - Infestations 
have increased. Damage severe to corn in local areas. Infestations 
heaviest in northeastern counties with some damage in upper Arkansas 
River Valley. (Barnes, Warren). MISSOURI - Economic numbers 
very spotted over much of northern half of State. Migration from = 
small grains to corn somewhat later than usual. (Kyd, Thomas). 
KANSAS - Only localized infestations on corn and sorghum in south- 
eastern counties; however, many plants of young sorghum killed in 

a few fields in Labette and Neosho Counties. (Matthew). Estimated 
400.to 500 per hiii of corn one farm in Riley County; killing some 
plants. (Burkhardt). 


_ SAY STINK BUG (Chlorochroa sayi) - UTAH - Numerous in small grain 
in one area of Millard County. (Funk). In general this species has 
been scarce to light this season. (Knowlton). 


ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum granarium) - NEVADA - Infes- 
tations on wheat required control in Lovelock Valley, Pershing 
County. (Gallway). 


BROWN WHEAT MITE (Petrobia latens) - WASHINGTON - Light on 
wheat at Lind. Heavier infestations on wheat in Horseheaven Hills. 
(Teiford). 


APHIDS - SOUTH DAKOTA - Pea aphid averages 6.8 per sweep in 
alfalfa in central area. (Halvorson, June 28). NEW MEXICO - De- 
creased somewhat in alfalfa in Pecos River area, but still causing 
injury in fields kept for seed. _Infestations general and heavy around 
Fort Sumner and Tucumcari. The aphid causing the trouble has been’ 
identified as Myzocallis trifolii. (Dobson, June 26). UTAH - 

Pea aphid (Macrosiphum pisi) has increased during recent cold 
weather in many second-crop alfalfa fields in Uintah and Duchesne 
Counties. Moderate in some fields in Cache, Davis and Salt Lake 
Counties. (Knowlton). IDAHO - Clover aphid building up in clover 
in south central area (Douglass, June 26). 
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POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - MARYLAND - From 
.05 to 8.6 per sweep in alfalfa in four counties, Montgomery to 
Somerset. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Increasing 
generally on alfalfa. (Late News), VIRGINIA - About 38 per 100 
sweeps in Tazewell County alfalfa. (Morris). ILLINOIS - Average 
4,2 adults and 0.5 nymphs per sweep in alfalfa in northeast, 2.4 and 
.05 nymphs per sweep in alfalfa in northwest, and 7. 35 adults and 
1,95 nymphs per sweep in alfalfa in eastern area. (Petty). OHIO - 
Counts on alfalfa in central area range from 3 to 36 per 10 sweeps, 
nymphs present, some yellowing appearing. (Parks, Goleman). 
OKLAHOMA - Scarce in alfalfa. (Fenton). 


LEAFHOPPERS - MINNESOTA - About 2 per sweep in alfalfa in Big 
Stone, Douglas and Olmsted Counties. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv. ). 
OKLAHOMA - Total 151 Spissistilus festinus in 525 sweeps and 1, 240 
Aceratagallia uhleri in 125 sweeps in alfalfa in some areas. (Fenton). 
TEXAS - Medium to heavy on alfalfa in Collingsworth County. (Thomas, 
June 25). SOUTH DAKOTA - Total of 127 in 140 sweeps in alfalfa 

in central area, 4,4 per sweep in flax and 1 per sweep in oats. 
(Halvorson, June 28). UTAH - Leafhoppers, 75 percent Aceratagallia 
Spp., numerous in alfalfa at Vernal. (Knowlton). 


PALE-STRIPED FLEA BEETLE (Systena blanda) - MARYLAND - 
Average of 2.5 adults per sweep in red clover in Montgomery County. 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


LYGUS BUGS - TEXAS - Heavy on alfalfa in Collingsworth County, 
(Thomas, June 25). VIRGINIA - Over 150 adult tarnished plant bugs per 
100 sweeps of 12-inch net in Tazewell County alfalfa. (Morris). 
MISSOURI - L. lineolaris becoming numerous on alfalfa in central 

area; 2-3 per sweep. (Kyd, Thomas). 


CLOVER ROOT CURCULIO (Sitona hispidula) - OHIO - Adults 
seriously damaging young soybean foliage in one field in Sandusky 
County. (Parks, Goleman). 


BLISTER BEETLES - ARKANSAS - Epicauta sp. attacking alfalfa. 
(Barnes, Warren). KANSAS - Epicauta cinerea and Epicauta sp. 
numerous (5 to 15 per square yard) in alfalfa in southeast counties. 
(Matthew). MISSOURI - Alfalfa, soybéans and gardens damaged by 
Epicauta sp. in widely spotted areas in southern two-thirds of State. 
(Kyd, Thomas). SOUTH DAKOTA - From 0 to 26 per 10 sweeps in 
some alfalfa fields in central area, (Spawn, Lofgren). 
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BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - LOUISIANA - Heavy 
damage to cowpea foliage in Claiborne Parish; ragging soybeans in 
Avoyelles Parish, (Newsom,Burns). ARKANSAS - Second-generation 
beetles occurring in large numbers on all beans. Much heavier 

than usual. (Warren, Barnes). 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias philodice eurytheme) - DELAWARE - 
Common throughout State on alfalfa, (Late News). 


ALFALFA PLANT BUG (Adelphocoris lineolatus) - SOUTH DAKOTA - 
In central area alfalfa .6 per sweep. (Halvorson, June 28). INDIANA- 
Very abundant at lights at Lafayette June 23, (Everly). DELAWARE - 
Adults at Smyrna June 29. (Late News), 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - UTAH - Retarding second-crop 
alfalfa in several counties, (Knowlton). 


ARMYWORM (Pseudaletia unipuncta) - OHIO - Adults appearing at 

lights at Athens, but not nearly as numerous as last year, (Stehr). 
ILLINOIS - Averages 0.17 in roadside grasses in northeast and 

northwest areas. (Petty). ARKANSAS - Heavy flights in Mississippi 
County, June 12; Washington County June 18-19. (Warren, Barnes). 
FLORIDA - Medium infestation in pasture in Duval County. (Watson). 
NEGRO BUG (Corimelaena pulicaria) - MISSOURI - Becoming numerous © 
on alfalfa and garden crops in central area; 3-5 per sweep in alfalfa. 
(Kyd, Thomas). 


WEBWORMS - OKLAHOMA - Localizedoutbreaks in southwestern area. 
Infesting alfalfa in Alfalfa County. Considerable numbers of sod 
webworms in lawns. (Bower). 


THRIPS - TEXAS - Heavy on alfalfa in Colingsworth County. (Thomas, 
June 25). 


WHEAT STEM MAGGOT (Meromyza americana) - INDIANA - Heavy 
loss to large bluegrass field grown for seed. This unusual report 
being investigated. (Davis). 


‘RED-NECKED PEANU'L'WORM (Stegasta bosquella) - GEORGIA - 
Light general infestation in peanut buds in Tift and Worth Counties. 
{Moraan). 
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LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - ALABAMA - 
Attacking soybeans. (Arant), GEORGIA - Light infestation in 00 
acres of peanuts in Worth County. (Morgan). 


A FALSE CHINCH BUG (Nysius sp.) - MISSOURI - Becoming widespread 
on grassland and in some alfalfa fields over scattered areas of southern 
two-thirds of State; from 30 to over 200 per square foot. (Kyd, Thomas). 


CRICKETS - VIRGINIA - Damaging lawns Fredericksburg area, 
Stafford County. (Tulloss). 


FRUIT INSECTS 


CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - NEW JERSEY - Between 
broods. (Farley). DELAWARE - Considerable unusually-late 
first-brood activity in several orchards. (Late News). VIRGINIA - 
Seand brood in Wise County. (McCormick). WEST VIRGINIA - 
First-brood entries lighter than usual in Kearneysville area, © 
(Hamstead). OHIO - First larvae leaving apples (sprayed) at Cin- 
Cinnati June 17, Wooster June 23, Lorain June 28. (Cutright). 
INDIANA - Peak second-brood hatch expected around July 21 at 
Orleans and will be relatively heavy. (Marshall). Thorough pro- 

_ tection needed throughout second-brood activity at Vincennes. 

_ (Hamilton). 


APHIDS - NEW JERSEY - Apple aphids still problem on some young 
orchards. (Farley), NORTH CAROLINA - Aphis pomi injury has 
passed peak. (Turnipseed). OHIO - Mealy plum aphid building up 

on prunes in Wayne County. (Rings). UTAH - Unusually low popu- 
lations this season. Coccinellid population has been high in orchards. 
(Davis, Knowlton). OREGON - Black cherry aphid (Myzus cerasi) 
still spreading in Willamette Valley on cherry. Some control 
necessary. (Jones). 


* CHERRY FRUIT FLY (Rhagoletis cingulata) - OHIO - Unusual number 
of reports of infested cherries from Wayne, Stark, and Columbiana 
Counties, (Rings). OREGON - Reached peak June 20 in Willamette 
Valley. (Jones). 


CHERRY FRUIT SAWFLY (Hoplocampa cookei) - OREGON - Hatched 
during week of June 27. More abundant than normal. (Jones).

PLUM CURCULIO (Conotrachelus nenuphar) - GEORGIA - No 
second-generation eggs deposited to June 25 at Fort Valley. (Jordan). 
VIRGINIA - Infestations light in peach orchards in Piedmont and 
Tidewater areas. Peak adult emergence passed. (Bobb). OHIO - 
Spring-brood activity practically over. (Rings). 


ORCHARD MITES - MASSACHUSETTS - In spite of weather, two- 
spotted mite becoming noticeable in too many orchards. (Crop Pest 
Cont. Mess.). NEW JERSEY - Population increasing in some orchards. 
(Farley), DELAWARE - Weather favorable for build-up. (Late News). 
NORTH CAROLINA - Many egys and some adults of Tetranychus 
bimaculatus on peach leaves in greenhouse at Raleigh. (Clayton, Farrier 
WEST VIRGINIA - Populations of European red mite (Metatetranychus 
ulmi) continue to increase on apples in Kearneysville area. (Hamstead). 
OHIO - European red mite generally quite low. (Cutright). 

ILIENOIS - Weather favorable for development in southern area. (Chandlef)

UTAH - Damage 
by B. ovatus, B. rvugosostriatus and B. sulcatus in some areas of 
Cache, Box Elder, Weber, Davis, Salt Lake and Utah Counties, 
(Knowlton, Davis). 


CYCLAMEN MITE (Tarsonemus pallidus) - MINNESOTA - Injury 
heavy on some varieties of strawberries, (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.).

BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - NORTH CAROLINA - Adults 
averaged 5.6 per 100 plants in Iredell, Rowan, Stanly and Warren _ 
Counties. Punctured squares averaged 7.9 in treated fields in 22 
counties and 19. 2 percert in untreated fields. (Jones). SOUTH 
CAROLINA - Total weevils found in trap plot at Florence through 
June 30: 1954-76, 1953-381, 1952-168, 1951-112, 1950-5, 047. Of 78 
treated fields examined in 16 counties, 62 found infested.

ELM SAWFLY (Cimbex americana) - KANSAS - Observed on some 
trees in Shawnee County. (Gates). 


A SAWFLY (Neodiprion americanus) - VIRGINIA - Light to severe 
on loblolly pine along Eastern Shore and Coastal mainland during 
May. (Plumb), 
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ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - NEVADA - 
Abundant locally on untreated elm trees around Reno. (Gallaway). 
WASHINGTON - Damaging Chinese elms at Yakima, (Landis). 
MARYLAND - Severe damage to elms in Calvert County. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept. ). 


TURPENTINE AND IPS BEETLES - TEXAS - Heavy widespread 
on pines burned over in Newton and Cass Counties. (Young, 
June 25), 


PALES WEEVIL (Hylobius pales) - TEXAS - Heavy widespread on 
pine seedlings in Nacogdoches County. (Young, June 25). 


NORWAY-MAPLE APHID (Periphyllus lyropictus) - IDAHO - Be- 
Q@nning to build up in numbers in Moscow vicinity. (Manis, June 26). 
WASHINGTON - Causing leaf-drop on Norway maples at Union Gap. 
(Landis). 


MIMOSA WEBWORM (Homadaula albizziae) - MARYLAND - Mimosa 
trees in Calvert, Montgomery, Worcester and Talbot Counties showing 
webbing. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). GEORGIA - Defoliating mimosa 
trees in Hart County. (Jordan). ARKANSAS - Heavy numbers in St. 
Francis to north Mississippi counties. (Warren, Barnes). 


GREEN-STRIPED MAPLEWORM (Anisota rubicunda) - KANSAS - 
Defoliating maples in Miami County. (Gates) MISSOURI - Damage 
to soft maples becoming widespread over northern two-thirds of State. 
Many trees in central area defoliated. (Kyd, Thomas). 


OAK TIMBERWORMArrhenodes minutus) - MISSOURI - Very abundant 
in southern area. Rather high percentage of white oak for cooperage 
and red and black oak for lumber damaged beyond use. (Buchanan). 


SPIDER MITES - TEXAS - Medium widespread on pines in Cass County. 
(Young). MINNESOTA - Tetranychus bimaculatus and Paratetranychus 
ununquis infestations continuing heavy on evergreens and raspberries. 
(Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). 


OLD HOUSE BORER (Hylotrupes bajulus) - GEORGIA - Frequent 
specimens from structural timber in Fulton County. (Blasingame). 
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CARPENTERWORM (Prionoxystus robiniae) - VIRGINIA - Attacking 
‘ oaks on 24-acre tract in Albemarle County. Numerous trees dead 
or dying, most infested. (Plumb). 


FALL CANKERWORM (Alsophila pometaria) - VIRGINIA - Completely 
defoliating mixed stands of hardwoods on about 300 acres in Augusta 
and Nelson Counties. (Plumb). 


AN IPS BEETLE (Ips _calligraphus) - MISSISSIPPI - Number of adults 
found under bark of dead pine trees in Oktibbeha County. (Hutchins). 


AN OAK BARK BEETLE (Pseudopityophthorous minutissimus) - 
MISSOURI - Very large numbers over State. This insect attacked 
many trees weakened by drought in fall of 1953. It appears that some 
of these trees might have lived had it not been for these beetles. 
(Buchanan). 


WOOLLY APPLE APHID (Eriosoma lanigerum) - IDAHO - Heavy 
leafrolling on green ash in Moscow vicinity but infestation controlled 
by predators. (Manis, June 26). 


SCALE INSECTS - FLORIDA - Comstockiella sabalis averaged 300 
per cabbage palmetto plant (Sabal palmetto) and pyriform scale 
(Protopulvinaria pyriformis) averaged 300 per schefflera plant (Scheffle 
actinophylla) at Sarasota, (Bickner). RHODE ISLAND - Eggs of 
Pulvinaria floccifera began hatching June 23, First hatch of 
Lecanium fletcheri June 23. (Hyland). . MISSOURI - Scales of the genus 
Kermes considered cause of death or Serious injury to many oaks in 
southeast and southwest areas, (Buchanan). OREGON - Soft scale 
(Coccus hesperidum) crawlers becoming numerous on holly in Willamett 
Valley. Pulvinaria spp. hatching on camellia andholly in same area 
July 1. (Adlerz). 


ONION THRIPS (Thrips tabaci) - OHIO - Unusually abundant on roses 
in northern area. Particularly troublesome on some tea roses. 
(Neiswander), 


FULLER ROSE BEETLE (Pantomorus godmani) - MARYLAND - 
Adults injuring zinnias at Greenbelt, Prince Georges County. ° 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept., June 28). 
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EASTERN LUBBER GRASSHOPPER (Romalea microptera) - 
FLORIDA - Average of 19 adults per 40-foot row of gladiolus. near 
Live Oak. Abundant’ on young pines, Bahia grass, narcissus and 
amaryllis. (Miller). 


BAGWORM (Thyridopteryx ephemeraeformis) - MISSISSIPPI : Damage 
to arborvitae reported from Benton Comty. (Hutchins). 


STRAWBERRY ROOT WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus ovatus) - RHODE 
ISLAND - First adults reported by nursery inspectors on July 1, Kent 
County. (Mathewson). 


ROSE CURCULIO (Rhynchites bicolor) - WASHINGTON - Damaging 
roses at Spokane. (Telford). MINNESOTA - On roses July 1. 
(Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - VERMONT - First adults 

of season at Rutland June 28. (Viall). RHODE ISLAND - First 
emergence at Kingston June 27. (Hyland). MARYLAND - Numerous 
on ornamentals around homes in Calvert, Prince Georges and Talbot 
Counties. (U. Md., Ent, Dept.). WEST VIRGINIA - Very light 

in Kearneysville area. First noted June 26. (Hamstead). VIRGINIA - 
Light to medium ontreesornamentals and fruits in Pittsylvania, 
Hanover, Fairfax, Arlington and Stafford Counties. Large numbers 

in Henry County. (Morris), NORTH CAROLINA - Damage to 
ornamentals reported from Davidson, McDowell, Rowan, Wayne and 
Wilson Counties. (Mitchell), CALIFORNIA - One gravid female was 
taken on June 29, 1954 from one of a series of traps operated in a 
residential area near the Los Angeles International Airport in Los 
Angeles County. This is believed to be a new introduction. All surface 
area within 300 feet has been treated. Trapping willbe intensified. 
This is a second collection for California. The first one adult.female, 
..was trapped July 20, 1951 (Cooperative Economic Insect Report, Vol. 1, 
No. 3, August 31, 1951) about 11/2 miles away where controls were 
applied. Accelerated trapping has been carried on each year since in 
the vicinity of this find with negative results. (Armitage). 


EUROPEAN CHAFER (Amphimallon majalis) - CONNECTICUT - Three 
adults observed June 22 at Meriden and two adults taken in trap - 

at same location June 24. (Shockley, Zappe), NEW YORK - Adults 

in peak flight during week of June 28; eggs of the new brood found 

June 30 in Geneva area, (Tashiro), 
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INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


MOSQUITOES - SOUTH DAKOTA - Have become numerous and annoying 
‘following frequent rains. (Spawn, June 28). IOWA - Pest mosquitoes 
more numerous over northern counties than in recent years and 
community-wide control underway. (Harris). FLORIDA - Mosquitoes 
at Vero Beach area June 24-25 very abundant and causing much 
annoyance. Of the species collected Psorophora confinnis was the 
worst biter, followed by P. ciliata. (Mead). MINNESOTA - Newly 
emerged adults expected to be very abundant within a week or 10 

days and heavy adult emergence expected from temporary pasture 

and grassland pools by mid-July. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). UTAH - 
Increasingly numerous and causing concern in Salt Lake, Davis,Weber 
and Box Elder Counties: (Knowlton, Nichols). 


SCREW-WORM (Callitroga hominivorax) - TEXAS - Medium local 
infestation on cattle in Lee County. Most cases in young calves. (Pharis) 


HORN FLY (Siphona irritans) - ALABAMA - Abundant on cattle in 
some areas. (Arant). TEXAS - Medium widespread on cattle in Jones 
County. (Lehmberg, June 25). NEVADA - Infestations have increased 
very rapidly recently. (Gallaway). IOWA - Increasingly abundant 

and annoying livestock. (Harris). UTAH - Unusually numerous on 
some herds in Davis County, moderately numerous in Duchesne and 
Utah Counties. (Knowlton). 


HORSE FLIES AND DEER FLIES - UTAH - Annoying cattle in Davis, 
Duchesne, Uintah, Tooele and other counties. This outbreak 
started about a month earlier than usual this season in Davis County. 
(Knowlton, Nichols). 


HOUSE FLY (Musca domestica) - ALABAMA - Moderately abundant 
but causing less trouble than at this time in 1953. (Arant), TEXAS - 
Heavy widespread on livestock and farm premises in Martin County. 
(Jones, June 25). 


STABLE FLIES - IOWA - Increasingly abundant and harassing livestock. 
(Harris). 


A TABANID (Chlorotabanus crepuscularis) - FLORIDA - Averaged 20 
adults per animal at Monticello. (Miller). 
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BUFFALO GNATS - SOUTH DAKOTA - Continue very annoying in 
eastern area. (Spawn). IOWA - Abundant in area around Cherokee 
and in some cases infestations caused smothering and death of cooped 
poultry. (Harris), 


CATTLE GRUBS - UTAH - Heel flies still annoying cattle in Davis, Box 
Elder and Weber Counties, More annoying than usual this season in 
Davis County. (Knowlton, Nichols). 


' FLEAS - ALABAMA - Fleas,’ particularly dog flea (Ctenocephalides 
canis), are exceptionally abundant in many parts of the State. (Arant). 
GEORGIA - C, felis and C. canis unusually abundant in yards and 
homes in Fulton and DeKalb Counties, (Blasingame). TEX. - Locally 
medium to heavy, Morris County, around homes. (Walters), 


CHIGGERS - INDIANA - Reported very abundant in lawns. (Davis). 


TICKS - ALABAMA - Dermacentor variabilis abundant, Rhipicephalus 
Sanguineus fairly abundant. (Arant). 


BLOODSUCKING CONENOSE (Triatoma sanguisuga) - OKLAHOMA - 
Being sent in from many homes. (Stiles). 


' BED BUG (Cimex lectularius) - RHODE ISLAND - Reports indicate 
insect more abundant than usual. (Mathewson). 


A BETHYLID (Schleroderma macrogaster det. Krombein) - FLORIDA - 
Adults causing occasional trouble by biting humans inside house at 
Gainesville. (Weems). 


MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 
A THRIPS (? Anaphothrips striatus) - INDIANA - Has been very abun- 
dant and annoying in central area. Coincident with ripening grain. 


(Davis). 


' AN ANOBIID (Xyletinus peltatus) - FLORIDA - Damage by adults to 
seasoned timbers of a dwelling at St. Augustine. (Hetrick, June 25).

PILLBUGS - ees - Heavy infestations in Monroe County. 
(Stanford), | 


ARGENTINE Ard Stiigrmen humilis) - FLORIDA - Reported 
abundant at Milton. (Hetrick, June 25). 


CLOVER MITE (Bryobia praetiosa) - RHODE ISLAND - Has been 
unusually abundant and persistent this year. (Hyland). 


FIELD CRICKET (Acheth assimilis) - KANSAS - Numerous around 
homes and other buildingsgenerally over State. (Matthew). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


NEVADA - Very heavy populations of LADY BEETLES in alfalfa 
previously infested with aphids in northern Washoe County. (Gallaway). 
LOUISIANA - Lady beetles, insidious flower bug, big-eyed bug, 

Nabis spp. abundant in untreated cotton in Natchitoches area. (Newsom). 


ADDITIONAL —— 


-COLORADO - ARMY CUTWORM (Chesisaeeoe auxiliaris) populetiene 
continuing to cause damage to alfalfa in Rio Grande County. Meadow 
and rangeland species of GRASSHOPPERS extremely abundant in 
_/xEchuleta County and in Kim area of Las Animas County. CLOVER 
MITE (Bryobia praetiosa) abundant in orchards of Mesa and Delta 
Counties. Two-spotted and other species increasing. First 
emergence of peach tree borer (Sanninoidea exitiosa) June 26 Mesa 
County, 5 days earlier than last season. Total of 170 seed-corn 
beetles (Agonoderus lecontei) and 33 A, lineolus. collected in light 

trap at Greeley June 28. (Colo. Ins. Det. Comm.). 


RECENT IMPORTANT INTERCEPTIONS AT PORTS OF ENTRY 


/. Shipment of bird food intercepted in baggage from Japan at Seattle, 
_ Washington recently consisted of approximately 50 living larvae and 
pupae of a.pyraustid identified as Sylepta balteata (F.). This insect 
is known in the Orient as the loquat leaf roller and is injurious to 


loquat, chestnut and evergreen o2k in parts of Japan, Korea, 
Formosa, China, India and Ceylon, It is not known to occur in the 
United States. It has been intercepted on a few other occasions as 
food for birds from Japan at San Francisco, California and at 
Honolulu, T.H. (Nelson). 


Weather continued: 


Mississippi Valley eastward, and occurred in most of the east 

Gulf coastal region the last two days of the period. Elsewhere 
showers were mostly light to moderate and widely scattered. In 
mest middle and southern areas east of the Rocky Mountains, soil 
moisture declined, pasture deteriorated and most other growing 
crops were beginning to need rain. Rain is urgently needed along 
the Atlantic Coast from New Jersey to South Carolina. A serious 
drought has developed in the latter State where pasture, tobacco, 
truck and corn are suffering heavily and even cotton is stunted. Also 
in the central and eastern portions of Texas, droughty conditions 
were intensified by the hot dry weather and corn, sorghum and 
pastures detcriorated in large areas. In northern sections, 
temperature and moisture conditions continued favorable and crops 
made good to excellent growth. In middle and southern interior areas 
west of the Continental Divide rain is still badly needed, particularly 
in Nevada, Wyoming, Colorado, and New Mexico. (Summary 
Supplied by U.S. Weather Bureau). 
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
